If some dreams and 
speculations must be sent forth as 
akind of police chart of instruc- 
tions, pray let them tell of n golden 
n,e’to come, when the blessings of 
life shall be shared equally by all 
the children of earth. 

And, as to the women and chil- 
dren,—ah! how little strong men 
dream of all they suffer in a sincere 
belief of the gloomy doctrines of 
our Christian theology! Men with

Evolution or Resolution. 

Many of your Radical friends are lond 
inthgir denunciation of revolutionary 
agencies, Evolution they hold-to boa 
peaceful process, and the exact opposita 
of revolution. They would “eådneato iho 
people” to the desired stato of intelli- 
genco as “the better way,” . 

In discounting from this rose-colored 
view of unman progress I affirm that 
revolutionary efforts have been the ro- 
sult of evolutionary procasses. The 
fifteenth century, in which wo had tho 
rebirth of intellectual activity had ite 
roots in preceding centuries and was 
revolutionrury becauso it was opposed by 
estublished modes of thought. Luther 
in laying the foundation of religions lib- 
erty prepared the way for a deluge of 
blood, ‘Ihrongh three centuries Luther 
had had precursors; heeame in “the fall. 
ness of time” and was the acribe of his 
age, yet entrenched privilege barred hia 
way and the evolution of liberty lod 
logically to revolution, until toleration 
arose from the exhaustion of both sides, 
carnage was rampant, 

Religious liberty once haviug guined a 
foothold, the Jogio of events Jed the tis: 
spult of liberty from the Church to tho 
State, and the last century wns tho battle- 
feld between authority and lib arty for 
this ontpost. Again svolution was aum- 
moned to halt in ita march by legalized 
privilege, nnd revolution necesenrily re- 
sulted, 


In this century all our grent questions 
among; have been of au entirely ditferent char. 
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acter. Neither forma of religion nor 
government longer occupy public atten» 
tion, Religion nnd politica uro of the 
past; the quostions of this age are 
economic, Evolution has carried man 
on tointellectual, religious and political 
liberty, and both the logical courao of 
development and tho problems of the 
ngo attest that the burden of the progant 
demand is economic liberty, the round- 
ing and completion of the full liberty of 
the {ndividual, freo from anthor{tative 
control whethor by Stato or Commie, 
Bat again allsigns point to tho neces. 
sity of revolatiounry agencies, -for the 
march of ovents has alrendy attained to 
the “dead lino” beyond which vested in- 
torest will not permit peaceful progress, 

It is not a question of tha best nicthod. 
Preference has no more scape in social 
than in physical evolution, 1t is above 
allaquostion of faeta The lines aro 
being drawn sharply, and wo inet take 
sides.

in the United States, we would en- 
treat the powerful organization eall. 
ed Knights of labor, to consider well 
what they aro doing. as men who 
must suffer with you in any great 
conflict between workers themselves 
wo urge and beseech you not to put 
yourselves in thercrong, in the attempt 
to secure a just recognition of your 
rights. So long as you stand on the 
defensivo—so long as you contend 
only for what ¢he conscience of the 
general public sustaing you in de- 
maniling, you ure safe; and tho cause 
you advocato will increase in public 
favor, But if by your own impru- 
dence and by over-confidence in 
your own strength you precipitate a 
bloody conflict between workers 
themselves —that is, between the 
strikers and the state militia, then 
all will be lost! 

Read the history of past labor 
troubles. Whenever and wherever 
the tyrants or masters of labor sug- 
ceed in getting the workers to fight 
cach other, then their own selfish end 
is gained. The contlict ends only 
in saddling the costs thereof 
upon the workers themselves, and in 
consolidating the power of the lords 
GF capital, 

Again, we ask,—in the namo of 
all you hold dear, in the name of 
the sacred cause of right.and justice 
for which you now claim to be con- 
tunding—we ask you to pause and 
consider well what you are doing,

S. sustained 
to the paper a similar relation to 
that now held by Bro, W.—he was 
its first Junior editors and though his 
devotion to a collegiate course of

provides means for their support. Doos 
it secem necessary to prove the existence 
of thislaw? Wnen snch men os E, H., Hey- 
wood denounce this law as “a libel upon 
godl,” it does seem to bo noces- 
sary to prove 3t to exist ‘Tako 
lower forms of animal life to begin with: 
What myriads on myriads of insect lite 
aro destroyed by higher forms of lifo, 
which aroin turn destroyed by other 
and higher forms, repeating the nevere 
ending process, till man, “the wit and 
tyrant ofthe whole,” stands alone, “the 
monarch of all he surveys,” the merciless 
“tyrant of the fields and woods,” Suding 
no intelligence above Lim to whom ho 
he must succumb, bat natural Jaw, “ho 
turns on mana florcer savage, man,” avd: 
hence we havethe“survival of the” fiercost. 
Now, it almost goes without saying, that 
it any one formof nnimal life below man 
waa allowed to propagate, unchecked by 
other forms of life, or the forcos of na-

animal lifo as well) that by another law 
of nature, can not bo supported, unless 
they crowd off somo weaker type of 
animal life, or reduce Ais or ifs moans of 
subsistouco Let us glanceat tho census 
of this country: Wo are doubling our 
population overy twenty-Ave years, from 
reproduction, At this rate, in one hune 
dred yours wo shall havo a population 
of eight hundred millions! Ta it not 
time wo diseussed, in clarion tones, tho 
Law of Population?

imuge have been utterly destroyed, 
then, and not till then, will the Mil- 
lennium of Human Brotherhood be 
ushered ing Then, and not till then, 
will the Universal Republic of Equal 
Rights—without any President, Con- 
gress or Parliament--be at once es- 
tablished. 

In this great work Educational 
forces must predominate. Every 
man and woman must learn no long: 
er to depend upon n priest, a Jesus 
or a god for Salvation. Each mnst 
learn that he must be his own priest, 
his own God and Savior—his own 
King, Priest and Governor, 

Paul said, “Call no man master.” 
Luciren says Call no god master! 
Acknowledge allegiance to no lord, 
no ruler, whether he be man, god, 
demigod or devil. Study, instead, 
the phenomena of Nature. Diligent- 
ly seck to know her methods and her 
forces—not to servilely obey them, 
not to bow down and worship them 
as lords and masters, but to improve 
upon or subdee them and thus make 
friends and servants of them. 

The Jewish Bible foretells the day 
when “nations shall learn war no 
more” The beams of Lucivsr fore- 
tell the day when war between na- 
tions, kingdoms and states will be 
no longer possible, simply from tho 
fact that there will xo longer be a na- 
tion, kingdom or state to make war, 
or to be warred against. 

Tho cumbrous, expensive and des- 
pono organizations called nations, 
‘ingdoms and states anight now bo 
safely and peaceably disorganized 
and abolished were it not that the 
aforesaid tyrants, ignorance, super- 
stition, fear and hate, keep the oyes 
of men blinded to their true inter- 
ests. 

Thus, when, by tho force of educa- 
tion,and consequeut normal aaralan 
ment,the eyes of men aro sufticiently 
opened to sce how egregiously they 
have been duped by their leaders-—- 
religious and political—then may 
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these engines of torturo and oppres- 
sion, mis-named systems and codes 
of law and government, be cast 
aside as the worn-out swaddling- 
bands of infancy, 

Then will the implemeuts of war, 
swords, Krupp guns, powder and 
dynamite, bo manufactured no long» 
er. ‘Lheso will then be kept in mu- 
scums only as relics of barbarous 
ages—only as mementoes of the 
provisional stages of man’s develap- 
ment and progress, 

Friends of humanity! Will you 
help Luciren to Spread the Light? 
wil you help to usherin the glad 
Eva at Peace, Prosperity and Hap- 
piness by breaking the power of 
man’s worst enemies, viz The pro» 
elaimers of the god-idea and the 
devil-ideaP—tho men who take ads 
vantage of human ignorance and fear, 
and through these induce their dupes 
to bate and oppress each other?— 
the men who sul tably claim for them- 
selves positions of case, honor anid 
emolument and thus seek to build 
up a privileged class or order? 

Finally, we say, Lvcrrin’s Object, 
Lvaver’s Fight, is not a Personal 
one While wo earnestly seck to 
destroy tho power of the aforesaid 
Hierarchy, both Catholio and Pro- 
testant, belicving that thoy consti- 
tute to-day, as they have ever con- 
stituted, tho most formidable barrier 
in the pathway of human progress, 
we wish it distinctly dadornool, 
always, that we mako no war upon 
the priesthood as individuals. On 
the contrary we contend as strenuus 
ously for their civil right to make 
and to defend their god-images and 
their devil images as we do for our 
civil right to destroy these same 
images. While we maintain that tho 
vonilict is an “irrepressible” one, 
while we maintain that mental frec- 
dom and mental slavery can no more 
co-exist peacefully than the Rights 
of Man and Chattel Slavery could 
peacefully co-exist under one gov- 
ernment, we atthe same time main» 
tain that truo progress can only be 
achieved on the basis of Equal 
Rights before tho Law. Henco we 
freely grant to the champions of 
mental slavery all the civil rights 
that we claim for ourselves, but no 
more! And hence too, we further 
maintain that when once the recog- 
nition of this principle of Reciproci- 
ty, or of equal rights,shall have been 
conceded and acted upon by our co- 
clesiastival focs our victory will be 
won, No better proof of the con- 
scious weakness of orthodox theolo- 
gy can be given than the persistence 
with which its champions seck the 
aid of civil law and of social ostra- 
cism. Let these aida bo withdrawn 
and the long night of superstition 
will vanish before tho refulgent 
rays of tho Sun of Reason, ne 


HUMAN TIGHTS, 


We are told by modern philoso- 
phers that in society und the state 
it is nbsolutely necessary that the 
individual should yield up certain of 
his rights, that thereby he may have 
security for those which remain, 
This sophism has come to bo almost 
universally accepted by the Ameri- 
can people, who have, in accordance 
with the theory, ceased to assert 
their independence, practically, 
There seems to be no limit whatever 
to tho vassaluge which this iden ren- 
ders possible. Every form of pateru- 
alism and meddling supervision of 
the privnte hfe of the individual 
is justified thereby, The vast and 
costly machinery of our Nationul 
and State governments do little else 
than grind out laws which subvert 
his rights on the specious pretext of 
giving him security, as if the slave 
could ho secure! So far have we 
drifted in this direction, that at 
stems that the pendulum will not 
begin its backward journey until we 
shall have passed mto State Socialism 
at the extreme endof thearc. We 
are told by many that the individual 
has no rights save those which +o- 
ciety graciously grants him, that he 
holds all his “privileges” ut the 
pleasure of tho dominant powers 
that be, Very many Freethiukers 
find it quite difficult to dist nguish 
clearly between the purely police 
powers of -ociety, and those paternal- 
istic functions which it ia the chief 
business of States to exercise. 

Human rights are inalienable, and, 
being inulienahle,all that a group of 
individuals can rightfully do is to 

revent any individual or any num- 
ber of individuals from invading the 
sovereignty of any other individual, 
It is my right to grow, it is your 
right to grow, and every people that 
has fought for Liberty has sought 
simply tor the right to grow, ‘That 
we may develop into full statured 


manhood nnd womanhood, it is ese 
sential that our every capacity and 
faculty shall be free to grow 
to the full limit. of — potential 
possibility. This is true of mole- 
cule, monah, mollusk, and man, 
of every nggregation of atoms to 
form n living cell, Itis (rucof 
fomilies,societics, and nations, andit 
is all nothing morethan the effort of 
natural forces to act freely along the 
lines of their several etiilie whieh, 
to each of them, is the line of lenst 
resistence. ; 
As tho treo clinging in the crev 

ices of the rocks, us the fish seeking 
deeper water when the days grow 
hotter and his old environment be- 
comes uncongenial, as the plant 
leaning out of the shadow and into 
the sunlight, os the reptile wriggling 
out from under the stone that is 
crushing hint. so isman ever striving 
to grow, to Zire, in other words, ever 
panting and struggling for Linerry. 
This is the key-noto of all songs, the 
inspiration, in one form or another, 
ifall endeavor, the motive power 
that renders possible all grand 
achievements,

Hroladion vs. The Church. 

Toshow how far even biologists 
of repute ure from thoroughly un- 
derstanding evolution, no moro re- 
markable recent jnstanee can be 
found than the well known address, 
on “The Limits of Natural Knowl- 
edge," delivered by tho celebrated 
physiologist, Du Bois Raymond, in 
1873, before the naturalists assem- 
bly at Leipzig, This eloquent ad- 
dress, the sourco of such triumph to 
the opponents of the theory of uvo- 
lution, the cause of such pain ta all 
friends of intellectual advance, is es- 
scutintly w great dentul of the history 
of ecolations Nothoughtful natur- 
alist will disagree with the Berlin 
phyriologist when, in the first half 
of his’ address, he explains the lim- 
its of natural knowledge, as thes 
are at present set to man by verte- 
brato nature, But it is equally cer- 
‘ain that every monistic anturalist 
will protest against the second half 
of the address, in which, not only 
isanother limit, assumed to be diller- 
ent (but in reality identical), iudica- 
ted for Lunia knowledge, but the 
conclusion is finily drawn, that 
man will never pass over these lim- 
ilas “We shall never know that! 
Ignorabinaual” 

As the unanimous thanks of the 
Keelesia. militans have been gained 
by the author of this “I gnorabimns,” 
the most deserving student of the 
electricity of nerves and muscles, 
we must most emphatically protest 
inthe name of advancing natural 
knowledge und of all science capne 
ble of development, Had our one. 
celled Amozba-ancestors of the Lau- 
vention Period been told that their 
decendants would afterwards, in the 
Cambrinn Period, produce a many- 
celled Wormelike organism possess- 
ed of skin and intestine, muscles 
und nerves, kidneys nnd hlood-ves- 
sels, they would certainly not have 
believed; nor, ngain, would these 
Worms have believed, had they been 
told that their descendents would 
develop into skull-less Vertebrates, 
such as the Amphioxus; nor would 
these Skull-less Animals have ered- 
ited that their posterity would ever 
become Skniled Animals (Cranzota). 
Our Silurian Primitiverfish nuces- 
tors would haye b en equally hard 
ty convince that their offspring of 
the Devonian Period woul: acquire 
amphibian torm, und yet later, iu 
the sriassic Period, would appear 
as Mammals; the latter, again, 
would bave deemed it impossible 
that, in Tertiary times, avery late de- 
scendant of theirs “would acquire 
human forin, sud would gather the 
splendid fruils of the tree of knowl- 
erge, All these would have an- 
swered: “We shall never change, 
norshall we ever understand the 
history of our evolution! Nunquam 
mutabimur) Semper igaoral imua!" 

With this “!gnorabimus” the 
Berlin school of Biology tries to 


stop science in its advanca along the 
math +f evolution. This seemingly 


wuuible but really audacious “Igno- 
rabimus" is the “Zyuoratis” of the in- 
fallible Vatican and of the “black 


international” which it leads; that 
mischievous lost, against’ which the 
modern civilized state has now at 
last begun in earnest tho “struggle 
for culture.” In this spiritual war- 
frre, whieh now moves'all humani- 
ty, ahd which prepares the way for 
a future existence more worthy of 
mon, spiritual freedom and truth, 
reason and culture, evolution and 
progress stand on the one side, mar- 
shalled under the bright banner of 
science, on the other sido marshalled 
under the black flag of hierarchy, 
stand spiritual servitude aud false- 
hood, want of reason and barbarism, 
superstition and and retrogression, 
The truupetof this gigantic spirit- 
ual warfare marks the dawn of a 
new day and the end of the dark- 
ness of tho Middle Ages. For mod- 
ern civilization, in spite of the pro- 
gress of culture, lies bound in the 
fetters of the hierarchy of the Mid- 
dle Ages; ond social and civil life is 
ruled, nò! by the science of truth, 
but by the faith of the church, 
We need but mention. the mighty 
influence which irrational dogmas 
still exercise on the elementury ed- 
ueation of our youths we net but 
mention that the state yet permits 
the existence of cloisters and. of 
eclihacy, the most immoral and 
baneful ordinances of the “only sa- 
ving” church; wo need but mention 
that the civilized state yet divides 
the most important parts of dhe civ- 
i year in accordance with church 
festivals; that in many countries it 
allows public order to be disturbed 
by church processions, und so on. 
We do indeed now enjoy the unusu- 
al pleasure of seeing “most Chris- 
titun bishops” and Jesuits exiled 
aml imprisoned for their disohedi- 
ence to the Jaws of the state. But 
this same state, till very recently, 
harbored nnd cherished these most 
dangerous enemies of reason 
Ernst Haeckel, The Evolution of 
Man,
